Th e returns received from the taxes expended for ed u­ 


cational purposes are, however, measured by the permanent develop­ 


ment of the child and its consequent contribution to society. 


School houses wear out just the same as hig hways and water 


works and sewag e systems, but school houses are but one of many 


elements in the education of the child. 
It is the product 
of the

which is permanent. 
And it is this permanency in development 


which creates the demand
